Yet the real purpose of machinery 
is not to destfoy men; it is to 
take work off their hands, in 
order that they may have more 
time to enjoy themselves. Indeed, 
more attention has been paid, of 
the whole, to taking work off 
the hands of men than of women. 
The ordinary inventor probably 
does not very often venture into 
the kitchen. To him it is a place 
from which meals emerge; he 
does not see the combined opera- 
tions which those meals involve— 
the peeling of potatoes, the tend- 
ing of meat, and the subsequent 
washing of dishes. Dish-washing 
is of all the elements of house- 
work the most wearisome, the 
most maddeningly repetitive. 
Every plate that is washed and 
dried and put on the shelf is pre- 
pared only for further use, and 
further washing. There is no 
breaking out of the vicious circle. 
Even the method favoured by 
husbands whose wives are away 
—it ‘consists simply of stacking
